By EDWARD COWAN 
WASHINGTON U1 - President­ 
elect John F. Kennedy’s first ef­ 
fort to reform the federal regula­ 
tory agencies is likely to be aimed 
at raising their ethics and wiping 
out "back door” contacts, a Ken­ 
nedy aide said today.

Cooperation Needed Most 


W hen Dudley Steele lashed out at pub­ 
lished and v e r b a l condemnations of the 
Thermal Airport in Riverside the other day, 
his ire was apparently well f o u n d e d . He 
might well h a v e added that a few worth­ 
while things are built b y tearing down 
peonle or institutions. 
i 
The criticisms of facilities at the Tliermal 
Airport were leveled by the Coachella Val­ 
iev Advisory Planning committee, supported 
bv requested letters from various regional • 
chambers of commerce. They alleged chuck 
b n les in ninwavs an d h azard o u s conditions. 


T his was part of a laudable objective of build­ 


ing up the airport for use as an airfreight 
terminal. 
A. Edward Lyttle, airport manager at Ther­ 
mal. is on record in a letter dated Dec. 5 to 
the effect that these conditions are not pres­ 
ent. After saying that chuck holes and loose 
gravel do not exist, he points out that the 
field is In constant use by large planes who 
would never subject themselves to such con­ 
ditions. Lyttle says no adverse report has 
been filed with the F.A.A. or Airport Com­ 
mission and that the field is under constant 
scrutiny b y the F.AA. air traffic control sta­ 
tion located there. 
In essence, his report and the concensus 
of the .Airport Commission is that the condi­ 
tions complained about do not and never 
have existed and that the field actually is in 
very good shape. 


Steele himself is a pilot, as are the other, 
members of the commission. In addition, 
Steele very successfully operated the lo s An­ 
geles \hinicipal airport-a fair-to-middlin’ op- 9 
eration—on a self-sustaining basis. He and his 
group should knpw from a practical stand­ 
point whereof thev apeak. 
Back of «11 this fuss very likely is the posi­ 
tion nf the Count" A>’mort* Commission that 
the Thermal facility he self - liquidating and 
self-sustaftiing. Steele says th at'th is Is not 
only possible, but mandatory—mandatorv be­ 
cause the Board of Supervisors have refused 
to assess the public for this pumose and most 
recentlv refused to consider a bond issue. 
Improvements are necessary before the 
Thermal port can be developed as a major 


airfreig h t facility. These consist partiallv of 


b u ild in g improvements hut primarily of a 
rim v.iv extension. Steele not only believes 
that this c a n be accomplished*for $.'100.000 
rather than the Planning group’s estimate of * 
$876.000, Hut asks that the whole protect be 
soundly planned and financially self-liquid­ 
ating. 
Thus it would appear that the chuckholes 
might be present in the planning stage, rath­ 
er than on the ninwavs. 
t 
The whole idea of development of the 
Thermal port is good. Experienced and com- 1 
h»ln is available to the Planning Com­ 
mittee. Friction at this stage should be re­ 
placed by cooperation.

thorium reserves than it has in 
its coal, oil and gas," this bona-

us. 
"We re going to have to fact up 
to the fact that we’re running 
out of fossil products one hell of 
a lot fester then we re running 
out of 'h e fissionable stuff that 
can also create heat, and there­ 
fore boil w ater into steam, and 
therefore turn turbines and make 
electricity 
“By 1980 we’ll have accepted 
atomic-powered utilities plants as 
routine. By the year 2.000 we 
won’t be able to get along with­ 
out them.**

The two companies have adopt­ 
ed different approaches to the 
problem ef trying to produce 
power from the bursting atom' as 
cheaply as it can spring from 
the traditional sources of ‘coal, 
oil and gas.

will throw another $10.000,000 on 
the barrelhead to prove to the 
satisfaction of the utilities com­ 
panies, which m ust m ake mon­ 
ey for investors, that the cheap­ 
est way to produce this stuff 
without which <fur present se­ 
curity could not exist is the <#E 
system. Or the GA. 
Each will spend moat of the 
money on research, aim ed a* de­ 
ciding in advance w hether a 300­ 
500.000 kilowatt atom ic power- 
hou<9 would actually be able to 
confpete against the kind that 
dot the land today.

X group of IIS perrons saw a 
graphic demonstration in firo pre­ 
vention and artificial respiration 
last weak, at Ramon Trailer Park 
Recreation Hall. 
Personnel of the Palm Springs 
Fire Dept, out together this valu­ 
able educational feature, wh 
they plan to give before any in­ 
terested group, aa a public ser­ 
vice. Battalion Chief Warren Heath 
in charge, said this, the first de­ 
monstration was arranged by re­ 
quest of the Raman Men’s Club.
